May .10, 1921. 
The revolver used 


apparently was his own. Only two 
of the four discharged cartridges 
were found. He had been in finan- 
cial straits and had left a note re- 
garded as a farewell to Mrs. Eve- 
lyn Clifford, a friend, in which 
he 


Kave her his automobile, according 
to the despatch. 


Prof. E. B. McGilvary, a member 


of the faculty of the University of 
Wisconsin, father 
of the' former 


flyer, with other relatives 
and 


friends, insisted after 
independent 


inquiries .here that McGilvary had 
been murdered.
